American Politic's—Tlio Fenians. 

The political news latoly received 
from tlio United Suites is of a pa- 
cific and conservative dbarapter. The 
work of RoeoD&ti'uotion proceeds at 
a vory unsatisfuctory rate; but an 
Congress has announced its intention 
of sitting until the fall, tlio members 
will certainly fail in their duty should 
they, not hit upon a feasible plan for 
the rcadmission of the Southerners to 
all the rights and privileges of sover- 
eign States. The latest plan proposed 
is in the form of an amendment to tho 
Constitution. Tho first clause socurcs 
civil rights to all classes by means of a 
constitutional amendment. Its second 
point is a provision basing representa- 
tion substantially upon numbers, but 
securing the advantages to bo derived 
from making population tho basis by 
declaring that w lion ever in any Slato 
tho franchise is denied to any of its 
male citizens 21 years of ago, or 
Abridged to them, except for partici- 
pation in rebellion or other crime, tho 
basis of representation in such State 
ohall bo reduced in tho proportion 
which the t mber of such male citi- 
zens thus excluded front tho franchise 
shall bear to tho whole number of hor 
ad »lt male population, Under the 
operation of this arrangomont,if South 
Carolina, for instance, permits hor ne- 
groes to vote, she will incroaso her 
present powor in Congress, because all 
her blacks will bo counted in tho enu- 
meration, instead of only three-fifths 
of them, as under tho present system. 
But if she would thus get six Repre- 
sentatives in Congress, all told, and 
soos fit to exclude tho blacks from 
voting, and her male blacks over 21 
years of ago shall bo equal to one-third 
of tho total adult male population, 
bor representation would bo reduced 
to four members of Congress. The 
effect of tho plan now proposod is to 
encourage every State, North and 
South, to enlarge and extend tho fran- 
chine, by increasing or diminishing its 
political powor just as it shall enlarge 
or restrict tho enjoyment of the fran- 
chise. Tho remaining clause of tho 
proposed constitutional amendment 
simply forbids tho payment of tho 
robel war debt, or the allowance of 
any claim for tho loss of slaves. Ac- 
cording to our Parliamentary rules, 
a measure when once disposed of can- 
not be again brought forward during 
tho same session of Parliament ! but 
tho rules of the American Congress 
appear to be more elastic and to ad- 
mit of tho introduction of measures at 
least twico during lho sumo session, 
for wo notice that the Freed nion's 
Bureau Bill— a one sided pieco of legis- 
lation — has been again passed and 
submitted to the President for ap- 
proval or rejection. Mr Johnson hav- 
ing boon ill recently, had not expressed 
his incontlon concerning it up to latest 
advices. 

A report of tho Fenian fiasco fills 
many of the Northern papers, and 
amusing accounts are given of the ad- 
vance of " General " Spear and Ins 
patriots to Pigeon Hill, half-a-dozen 
miles north oi the border. Being des' 
ti tn I o ol camp equipage, the lads wore 
quartered at bains and farm-houses; 
but foraging parties that roamed 
through the country failed to procure 
sufficient provisions to food the two 
thousand " Irish Republicans." On 
tho fourth day of campaigning, find- 
ing supplies short, and that lour thou- 
sand British Regulars were in their 
front, tho " array " mutinied and Gen. 
Spear dooided to retreat, which ho did 
in good order, to tho town of Malone, 
in Now York State, where his men 
made free with tho property and eat- 
ables of the Amorican farmers and 
merchants, who had at first welcomed 
tho presence ol the "army" as likely 
toMiring thema good stroke of business. 
In his report. General Spear declares 
that ho would "rather have been shot" 
than fall back as he was compelled to 
do. But, while his "spirit was willing 
tho flesh was weak,'' for wo And that 
whon ho heard of tho near approach 
of the British army, his legs carried 
him over tho border, beyond tho reach 
of harm or the enemy's bullets. The 
Fenian cause has received a death- 
blow from this impotent attempt at 
invasion, and but little more will he 
beard of the loaders or their dupes.

On the return of H. B. Majesty's borvet 
Pallas to England after a short eruiao, she 
reported having found at Madeira tho Span- 
ish screw unarmed frigato Qerona bearing 
the commodore's broad pennant, and a small 
iron clad uudor English colors ; tho latter 
was said to bo bound for Chilean waters and 
was boiiiK wntched evidently by the Spanish 
frigato. She was fitted with two funnels, 
carried two polo masts without yards, carried 
her armament in a central irou cased square 
battery The iron clad sailed f rom Madeira 
for Hio, unmolesled'by lho Spanish frigato on 
tho morning of May 17ih. Tho Spanish 
vessol remained until tho morning of tho 19ih 
when she sailed, it was undeiatood on a 
cruise off tho Island.

New York, July 12. — Tho steamship 
sia, from Liverpool Juno 30, 
town, July 1st, arrived here tbi 

Tho war news continues contradictory, 
Both Austria and Prussia claim a victory ou 
the same battle field. 

A Berlin dispatch of the 29th, says the 
Austrians wore defeated on lho 27th and 28lh, 
near Nachcd, by the First Army Corp?, mid 
on the 29th nt Trautonau by (he corps of Life 
Guards; also at Munohengraft, by Prineo 
Frederick dairies. At Tranteau tho Au-« 
trains are said to havo lost -1000 killed and 
wouoded, and the Prussians 1000. At Mun- 
obongrauft, the Austrian loss is stated at 
2000. Tho Prussians claim to have token 
8000 prison-jra and numerous trophies in 
guns, &c. 

There was great rejoicing at Uerlin. The 
inhabitants presented addressei and serenaded 
the King. 

The Crown Prince of Prussia reports that 
in his battlo ho had 22 battalions opposed to 
28 battalions ot Austrians. 

The Hanoverian Army surrendered on the 
29 th. Officers retained their side arms and 
the men wero dismissed to their homes. 

The wholo Federal army at or near Frank- 
fort, was on tho march. A battlo was untici- 
pitted. 

Tho Italians have clnuged their plan of 
operations.

The bark Keuka, which sailed last Satur- 
day, ostensibly for lho Colorado river, bat 
really for Sonora, Mexico, after getting out- 
Bide tho Heads, received M7 disbanded vol- 
unteers, armed with Henry rillos and Bowie 
knives, and amply provided with ammunition 
and money.

After a 
rendezvous with a similar expedition, which 
sailed ten days previous, ho will organize a 
battalion to drive the Imperialists from So- 
nora. 

Tho clipper [ship Hornet, from New York 
bound to Sun Francisco, was burned at sea 
on tho 3d of May. Twelve ot her Orew and 
two passengers wore landed at Languhoeboe, 
alter being forty-three days in tho longboat ; 
tho other two boats are yet out, containing 
tho first and second males and about twenty 
others. They kept company until the PJtli 
day.

MARKET AND GENERAL REPORT 

Thcro is a very perceptible improvement in 
trade since our lstt date ; but still business is by 
no means lively. Many persons have returned 
from the Big Bend mines disappointed nt finding 
tho diggings neither so shallow or so easily wor- 
ked as BOine accounts Iilvc represented, and the 
consequence is, that tliey speak desparftgingly of 
tho mines, which natural!; throws a shade of 
anxious uncertainty over the minus bf merchants 
shipping goods in that direction. Although theso 
diggings turn out to he deeper than was at first 
expected, it is a fact well eslablishcd that thcro is 
gold in good paying quantities ; but whether it is 
as widely diffused us previously stated, remains 
yet lo bo proved. By lato advices wo learn that 
oOO ounces of gold were shipped by steamer down 
the Colombia from that locality . All the lates 
accounts from Cariboo District speak confidently 
of tho promised yield from the various new creoks 
iu that scclion of tho oounlry, and augur well for 
good returns being undo this season.

For 
the present, however, San Francisco prices with 
SO 50 p ton for freight and wharfage, and "J per 
cent for commission added, may bo taken a. a 
fair quotation ol our market, for cash or negoti- 
able paper. 

LIQUORS & WINES.— Scotch Whiskey in 
case and bulk, very little in importers hands, and 
in fair demand. Ginger Brandy very scarce, but 
sale limited. Brandy,' market much overstocked, 
a supply on hand sufficient ior a year or two, and 
more on the way. Tort, the consumption is very 
limited of this wine, and the market has for some 
time been overstocked. Sherry, Champagne, 
Claret and other Wines, stocks arc also over-large 
and prices low, with considerable reduction to 
safe wholesale buyers. 

MALT LIQUORS.— Favorite brands, average 
stocks, and moderate demand at fair rates. Out- 
side brands unsaleable, and market overstocked. 

OIL. — Olive, in bottle, smallest sizes scarce, 
and ruling high. Linseed, builed and raw scarce, 
none in lir^t hands.

Capt. Naunton, ol tha British bark Kent, 
has Bent a private loilur to a friend io this 
city, concernitio; tho recont disaster, from 
which wo make the following extracts:

Everything '.vent all ri^ht with the ship 
and oargo (.1 lumber at Mnzullan, ami ^ fell 
thoro on 28 b April lor Carmen Islan'd; nnd 
loaded 315 ions of tall ; wliioli port 1 loft pa 
tbe 2 1st of May lust, bound to Portland. The 
cargo belonged entirely to myself, and I ex- 
pected to inukrt a little over freight on it. 
VVa had only beon out about 21 hours, \iiih 
very li>:ht nird and calms, when, uboul 3 
a. m, of the 22J, a steamer Wj3 seen on tbe 
bow about three miles oil, coming apparently 
in our direction. As w c wero becalmed, tha 
sou perfectly smooth, and the weather bean* 
tifully clear, as it always is in that purl, and 
almost iluv-brcalt, 1 fell nu uneasinw.-i, espe- 
cially as our lights were exhibited and burn* 
in^ brilliantly, bat iho sieaini;r rapidly 
noareil us and still appeared to tako no notice. 
I took [he binnacle lump and held il up myself 
and lully expected this would have drawn 
iheir attention. After waiting about Geo 
minutes longer she came within hail, nnd I 
commenced shouting in loud as I could, nnd 
at last succeeded in waking them up, when 
I heard an order on board the steamer, " hard 
uport." A few seconds alter shn struck as 
ri^ht amidship, going at full speed, cutting us 
down two planks holow the waler edge. Her 
wheels only Stopped just na she situelius; 
sho then bucked oil. Finding my vessel 
making llireo inches per minute, 1 got out 
our buut and son! my dear wile od on board 
the steamer, which proved to be tlio Oregon, 
from this port bound lo the mouth of 
the Uoloradj river. We all wont on 
board tho etentner ufter Hooinjr the 
bark go down 1 can uS'Uro you the 
little Kent never looked more beautiful than 
when she took her lirst plunge anil went down 
heud foremost, with all her canvass set. She 
appeared to raise lior stern up in tho uir, and 
her biighl copper bottom, reflecting Iho rays 
of iho rising sun, was a grand sight. Ia about 
forty minutes from the inno of the collision 
there was nothing but a few little pieces ol 
loose wood to be seeu ol what wus us pretty 
a liule vessel as was on tho coast. We stayed 
on the steamer all tho time until our arrival 
here. 1 am sorry to soy our treatment there 
wus nol of the best, though perhaps as good 
us we could expect under the circumstances, 
Of course tho steamer's people deny their lia- 
ibility, bul it is proved now thul there was no 
look-uut, and the officer of the watch was in 
his room asleep, 1 have b. ought a suit in the 
Court of Admiralty lor $70,000 damages, and 
the Oregon is ut present stopped; the case 
looks promising to me.
